Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-20 are allowed over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Allowable 
subject matter has been indicated because the closest prior art reference of record, 
Kamimura et al. (J. P. Pub. Application 10-084159), either alone or in combination, fails 
teach or fairly suggest the feature "a second layer composed of a Ill-nitride 
semiconductor layer, the second layer including a plurality of island-like protrusions, 
each of the protrusions being formed on a top surface of the first layer."
